Ha
was ordiparily known Ly the opprobrions

pervice. As for the purseis ou board tue mail
stenwmers and soch like vessels, they approxi-
mate very colosely Lo maval pursers, being
well-uressed, portly, urbans men, spsoding
most of their time iu & little slip of an offis,
and addioted in their lelsute hoar to playing
backgammon with the sargeon. Bat there is
a kind of purser sometimes to be found on
board of & paseenger ehip who has much
barder work to do, sud who is nol nearly su
gpruce in his apparel. He has probably been
a cleik in the ehipowner's service, and beiug
of an active nud adventurous turn, chooses
thismode of workivg his passage to the colo-
vies. Youmsy gee im attired 10 an old blue
ghirtand a pairof dack trousers somewhat be-
gmeared with molasses, serving ont stores on
the main deck to & clamorons orowd of emi-
grants, or retailiog beer and porter at a shil-
ling a bottle; from behind his diminutive bar.
The ordinary purserisstout and middle-agad,
full of diguity and reserve, never solling his
fingers; bot thia gort of purser is youtnfal,
viwble, and totally devold ol dignity; holstiog
chiesta out of the Lole, opsuing barrels of pre-
gerved tripe, and bottling off braody and wils-
ky. Datthereis onething he won't stand, Ls
won't &sllow the passengers t0 call him
‘sleward;’ a steward, he maintsing, is a dide-
rent kind of animal aliogether.”

EHIP'S COUKS,

“On board firet-class passengsr vessels the
cook is an importaut, weil-paid personage, aud,
therefore, is very muoh like 0ooks ashore. Bat
the ordinary ship's cook, unless he is an Afri-
cap, has geldom much of whe Boyer or the
Fravcatelli in bis cowposition. He is simply a
gailor, who, in addition to his other duties,
nndertakes to prepare the food of the crew,
When &ll hands are called he must desert
hig galley, and in tackiog aod wearing the
gbip it is his especial duty to work the fore-
sheet, The cooking arravgements on board
our smaller vessels are very defeotive. There
is very little paoe, & great want of proper im-
plements, snd the lood is prepared in the rudest
and simplest style possible. The dietary on
board of an American merchantman s gen-
erally guperior to that of the English shipa,
1 have heard men declare that this good
living is the proximate canse of the extrems
brutality often displayed by American captains
and mates. It doean't auswer, they say, to
feed Jack too well. He immediately waxes
impudent, and then a row ensues. I have
heard guch & soeéne described by an eye-wit-
ness. A man refnsed to obey the mate, the
mate ingtantly knocked him drawn with his
fiat; another man struck the mate in retarn,
whereupon a regular fres fight ensned. Ba-
laying-ping and havd-spikes flow &3 thick as
bail, clasp-knives were drown aud nsed, till
at Jast the captain quelled the disturbauvoce by
threatening to use his revolver. The ourions
thing was, that directly the mutiny was over,
the captain degeended 1o the medicine chest,
brought up a roll of plaster, and spent the
uext hour in anxiously binding up the wounda
which he and his myrmidons had futlicted,

“‘lonce saw & cook whom | pitied a good deal.
He had been a ship’s cook for thirty years or
more, butin hisold ags he rashly shippsd as
cosk on board an emigrant ship; he soon fonnd
that to cook for thirty or foriy sailors was ous
thing, to cook forfour hundred passengera was
another, Tnese passengers were divided into
about fiity messes, and eaoh mess had its owo
particular pudding or piecs of meat. T'he pur-
ser bad endeavored to introduce & very syste
matic arrangement; every mess was provided
with a pudding-bag and meat-pet, and twevery
puddivg-bag and meat-net a number was
attached—a duplicate of which remainsd in
the poesession of the oaptain of the mess, ln
theory the system was adwirable. Your mess,
let us suppose, was forty-thres; nawber forty-
three was attached to the bng containing vour
pudding; yon presented your tiokst marked
forty-three and the oook delivered you your

unddivg, Bo much for the purser's theory.
